Cuppy, Will. How to become extinct. 
Farrar $2 817 
A scientific opus simply bursting with 
facts you’ve always been looking for. 
Thus, while on the subject of animals 
that have become extinct (the Dodo 
being “the bird we always think of 
as the ultimate in extinction”) Cuppy 
remarks, “Did I ever tell you what 
happened to the Buffaloes that time? 
The moths got into them.” Statistics 
and the deductions and theories to be 
drawn, a la Cuppy, from research con- 
cerning fish, insects and snakes have a 
uniqueness that will surprise you. Wil- 
liam Steig’s drawings keep pace ani- 
matedly with the text. Some of the 
“little pieces” have appeared in the 
New Yorker. 


Haycraft, Howard. Murder for pleas- 
ure. Appleton-Century $3 809.3 


A readable and authoritative outline 
of the main progress of the detective 
story from Edgar Allan Poe and his 
Murders in the Rue Morgue to the pres- 
ent time. The volume is restricted to 
the bona fide detective story and its 
craftsmen and is concerned less with 
literary merit than with the history 
and evolution of detective fiction as a 
recognizable form.

the Axis in a new world order.” This,

Tapiola, the pampered little York- 
shire terrier who resides with the 
Poppels, famous publishers, senses 
something menacing in the air espe- 
cially after a dream of destructive 
herds of giant-aurochs. Convinced that 
the enemy aurochs, though extinct, 
“have popped up again,” and feeling 
he must fight for freedom, Tapiola 
raises a regiment composed of his 
friend Jeremiah, the clever old rat, and 
Micah, a young rat anxious to become 
a corporal, Henry the pigeon, dubious 
about leaving his flirtatious wife, and 
Richard the timid canary. What hap- 
pens when the regiment, nervously 
bivouacking in the park meets the 
enemy, an innocent honeybear, brings 
to a close a touching little story, sym- 
bolic in implication, delicately satiric 
and delightfully humorous. Kurt 
Wiese’s pen and ink sketches are a 
perfect counterpart to the text.

In her rich and beautifully written 
version of the first settling of Australia, 
The timeless land (Macmillan $2.75), 
Eleanor Dark is constantly concerned 
with the psychological implications of 
those problems which arise when a 
country such as England seeks to plant 
an old order in a new and alien en- 
vironment. With penetrating wisdom 
and moving power she also analyzes 
the misery of spiritual disunity aroused 
in the primitive blacks by the life and 
laws of the white men, while with 
equal skill she explores the minds and 
hearts of the governor, other officials, 
soldiers and the convicts during the 
first five years of effort, hunger and 
violence.

a killer, with the course of her career 
through the 12 days of her life and 
with the people who are deeply affected 
by her that this brilliant, dramatic and 
withal scientifically informing narra- 
tive is concerned. The grim conflicts 
arising between Maria and the men 
whose job it is to meet the emergencies 
the storm causes on the highways, the 
railroads, and the airways give to the 
book its human interest and a feeling 
of gripping suspense.

A humble, illiterate, naive little rail- 
way porter attains a brief moment of 
glory (the right to wear a signalman’s 
cap), during the early days of the first 
World War, and is then caught up in 
the draft and herded with other recruits 
on the journey to the front. Peter’s 
reactions as he is transformed from a 
civilian of a remote Galician village to 
a soldier of the Austro-Hungarian 
Landsturm, and introduced to discipline 
and to terror illustrate the confusion of 
mind and spirit of countless “ unknown 
soldiers” the world over, while the 
trappings of the typical officer’s mind 
are evoked with devastating irony. The 
first of a three-volume epic by a dis- 
tinguished Polish man of letters.
